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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicants' election without traverse of Group I, Claims 1 and 3-6, filed on 12/12/06, is 
acknowledged. 

The Restriction mailed on 1 1/18/05 has been carefully reviewed and is held to be proper. 
Moreover Applicants did not distinctly and specifically point out any error in the Restriction 
Requirement. Accordingly, Claims 7 and 9-16 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected Groups, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. 

The Restriction filed on 1 1/18/05 is hereby made Final . 

Applicants are required to cancel these nonelected claims (7 and 9-16) or take other 
appropriate action. 

An Office Action on the merits of Claims 1 and 3-6 now follows. 
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Title 

2. The following title is suggested: "Coil-winding Machine Stator Installation Jig". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1 and 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Newman 
(US 5,535,503). 

As applied to claim 1, Newman teaches a stator installation jig (Fig. 1, items 60, 64 & 
80) for a coil-winding machine adapted to support a ring-shaped stator (Fig. 1,10) provided with 
a plurality of magnetic pole protuberances (Fig. 1 , 1 8) on an inner periphery of the stator and 
having a connector with a plurality of connector parts (Fig. 1, 40 & 42) on an outer periphery 
wherein stator coil wires are wound onto the magnetic pole protuberances and the plurality of 
connector parts by means of the coil-winding machine, the stator installation jig, comprising: 
• at least one projecting member (Fig. 1, items 1 10, 1 14 & 124) that penetrates through a 

gap that is formed between the connector (Fig. 1, 48) and the outer periphery of the stator 
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(Fig. 1,10) when the stator is supported by the stator installation j ig, the at least one 
projecting member forming a plurality of grooves or spaced channel by wire guide (Fig. 
4, 124) such that the stator coil wires which are strung between the connector parts (Fig. 
4, 42) and the plurality of magnetic pole protuberances (Fig. 1, 18) are carried over the 
projecting member (Fig. 4, 124) and between the plurality of grooves thereby imparting 
slack to the stator coil wires (Fig. 4, 70) while preventing the stator coil wires from 
crossing. 

As applied to claim 3, Newman teaches that the plurality of grooves or spaced channels 
by wire guide (Fig. 4, 124) are substantially parallel. 

As applied to claim 4, Newman teaches that no more than two coils (Fig. 2, 26 & 28) are 
permitted to pass through a single groove or spaced channel. 

As applied to claim 5, Newman teaches that each of the plurality of grooves extends 
between substantially rounded wall portions (Fig. 4, 126) formed in the projecting member. 

As applied to claim 6, Newman teaches that each of the plurality of grooves extends 
between substantially rectangular wall portions (Fig. 4, 124) formed in the projecting member.
